On the 7th Special Agent Babcock, 
who had investigated the condition of 
the people on the seacoast of South 
Carolina, reported that 20,000 persons 
were in danger of starvation. The en- 
tire country is called upon to alleviate 
the prevailing distress.

Since the days of cholera, deaths have 
not been so frequent at Denison, Texas, 
as at presont. Twenty-nine burial per- 
mits were issued on the 13th. Most of 
the deaths are from typhoid and malarial 
fever among the adults. 

WititiaAM Davis and Miss Augusta 
Cooley, leaders of a notorious gang of 
horse thieves, are in jail at Livingston, 
Ky. 

Tne Yucatan, from Havana, on the 
13th, brought $500,090 Spanish gold, 
$70,000 Mexican dollars and 170,000 cases 
of specie valued at about $600,000. 

A GAs well with 50,000,000 cubic feet 
per day, the largest in the world, was 
struck near Findlay, Ohio, on the 12tb. 
Anovut 800 of Chicago’s unemployed 
have been put to work on street clean- 
ing and 900 on the drainage canals. 
United States citizens will be given 
preference hereafter in securing work. 
Urian Hurr, of Wabash, Ind., drew 
$2,000 from the bank when the flurry 
was onin June. A few days afterward 
his team ran away with him and he 
was killed. Relatives are still search- 
ing for the $2,000. 

AN express trainon the Lake Shore 
Railroad was held up at Kendallville, 
Ind., on the 12th, and it is claimed that 
the robbers secured $250,000 or $300,000. 
Dynamite was used by the robbers. It 
was the most daring robbery ever com- 
mitted in that State. 

Tue Egyptian cotton crop is steadily 
increasing. The crop reached 5,250,000 
cantars (cantar is alittle over 99 pounds) 
in the year that ended September Ist, 
as against 4,759,000 cantars in the year 
ending September 1, 1892. 

Tue arrest of twenty-three .men 
scattered through Jackson and Elberton 
counties, Ga., charged with wholesale 
counterfeiting of silver dollars, has 
stirred up the whole country.

DONE BY DARING MEN. 


A Lake Shore & Michian Southern 
Train Held Up. 





The Engineer Wounded, the Express Oar 
Shattereff with Dynamite, and the 
Robbers Get Away with a Baht 
Big Boodle. i 


CuIcAGco, Sept. 13.—Train robbers 
stopped the Atlantic express traim on 
the Lake Shore road at Kessler, Ind., 
about midnight Monday night, shot 
the engineer, James Knapp, wounding 
him severely, broke into the express 
car, blew open the United States Ex- 
press Co.’s safe and took its con- 
tents, consisting of four packages. 
The express officials are retiegnt 
on the question as to the amaunt 
of money secured by the robbers, but 
it can positively be stated that the 
total was 19,040.60. Two bars of gold 
valued at $16,000 were overlooked. 
The express messenger saved the com- 
pany $4,000 in cash by secreting the 
money before the entrance to the ear 
was effected. The number of the 
highwaymen was estimated by some 
trainmen at twenty, but there were 
probably not half so many. The

Detective Mulaney, 
chief of the secret service men of the 
Lake Shore road, believes that the rob- 
bers are congregated in the swamps of 
northern Indiana, and has several 
sheriffs’ posses scouring the counties 
on all sides of the scene of the rob- 
bery. Capt. Hartnett, of the Harrison- 
street station, sent out twenty men to 
search incoming trains on the Lake 
Shore road, as far as Thirty-first street, 
the boundary of his district. The ma- 
jority of these men ace in citizens’ at- 
tire. 

“I should nog be surprised a bit if 
when these raen are arrested it is found 
that every gre of them belong here 
in Chicage,” said Capt. Harnett. Dis- 
trict, south of Thirty-first street are 
3.80 being closely watched and all in- 
coming trains from the vicinity . of 
Kendallville receive the attention of 
the police. 

Lieut. Barrett of the Twenty-second 
street police station has eighteen men 
patroling the territory from Sixteenth 
street south. 

Capt. Powers, of the South Chicago 
police, made preparations to intercept 
any of the robbers who might come 
to the city. Ofticersin citizens’ clothes 
were sent to the bridges across the 
Calumet river at Seventy-second, 
Ninety-fifth and One Hundred and 
Sixth streets, with instructions to 
carefully watch all incoming trains at 
these points. 

President Newall, about noon, or- 
dered that about 20,000 posters be 
printed offering a reward of $2,000 for 
the capture and conviction of the rob- 
bers, and that they bescattered broad- 
castover the country. He also ordered 
that advertisements offering the same 
reward be published in all local news- 
papers along the line of the Lake Shore 
road between Elkhart, Ind., and To- 
ledo, O. 

The only witness of the scene who 
reached Chicago yesterday was Byron 
i Hamblin, 
the train in Chicago, Mr. Hamblin told 
the following story: 

‘“M. M. Weiss, the express messenger 
on the run, and myself had just about 
finished checking up our way bills. It 
was nearly midnight, and we had just 
Passed the little station of Kessler, 
when we felt the 8rain first slow up 
and then stop. Just then there came 
heavy pounding on the door of our car, 
which was closed. Thinking some- 
thing had happened about which the 


conductor wished to inform us, I 
opened the door. As I did so I 
saw two men. standing on the 


ground beside the car. One of them 
yelled: ‘‘Throw up your hands,” and 
before I could move he _ pointed 
a rifle at me and fired. I saw the mo- 
tion of the gun and threw myself to 
one side and the flash from the gun 
almost blinded me. I managed to 
slam the doors shut and bolted them. 
Then some one on the outside com- 
menced smashing the doors with a 
sledge. They kept this up for a min- 
ute or two and then stopped. Sud- 
denly there came an explosion that 
seemed to us inside as if a bomb 
had been thrown against-.the door. 


A moment later there was = an- 
other explosion that blew the 
door open and almost blew the 


car from the track. Before we could 
extricate ourselves from under the 
baggage, several men had climbed 
into the train. One fellow covered me 
with a Winchester rifle and told me if 
I moved he would blow my head off. 
Another fellow kept Weiss covered in 
the same way. They searched Weiss‘and 
I for keys tothe safe, but could not find 
any, and they commenced to believe 
us when we told them that the safe 
was opened by men in the office at the 
end of the run. 

Then they set to work to open the 
safe. They knocked off the knob of 
the door and then they began to drill 
holes in it. It took them what seemed 
hours to do this, while Weiss and I 
were compeled to sit with the muzzles 
of the rifles at ourheads. The drilling 
seemed slow work for the fellows. 
They talked but little. A small, stout 
man, who seemed to be the leader, di- 
rected the work. Finally they got 
through drilling and forced the door 
open. The man who seemed to be the 
leader of the gang took the money 
packages and handed them out to a 
fellow who stood outside of the car, 
and who ran into the woods when he 
got the money.” 








Forest and Marsh Fires in Wisconsin. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 13.—Railroad offi- 
cers report forest and marsh fires in all 
parts of the state. Four valuable 
cranberry marshes near Bear’s Mound, 
Wood county, have been burned. 
Marshes in Juda and Waukesha coun- 
ties are burning so fiercely as to 
threaten farm property. Not one of 
the fifteen correspondents of the state 
weather service reports a drop of rain 
during the past week. The forests are 
extremely dry and are in danger of 
destruction from smoldering fires.

RAISING REVENUE. 


Hom. David A. Wells, The Veteran Tariff 
Reformer, Tells How to Do It—Distilled 
and Fermented Liquors and Tobacco 
Should be So Taxed as to Increase the 
Receipts from 8181,000,000 to $245,- 
000,000, Without Inviting Fraud. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Hon. David 

A. Wells, the veteran tariff reformer, 
has submitted a lengthy report to 
Secretary Carlisle in answer to his re- 
quest for an ‘opinion as to the expe- 
diency, froma strictly revenue point 
of view, of maintaining or changing 
the present internal revenue taxes on 
distilled spirits, malt liquors and to- 
baccos.” 

Mr. Wells’ conclusions are as follows: 
“The wisest fiscal policy of the gov- 
ernment, certainly for the immediate 
future, would seem to impose the 
maximum of taxation on distilled 
spirits, fermented liquors and tobacco, 
that will not create, in the face of 
eflicient administration and _ se- 
vere penalties, undue temptations 
for revenue evasions. In the case of 
distilled spirits, on which the existing 
rate under the most favorable condi- 
tions of production, is always in ex- 
cess of 300 per cent. of their first cost 
or taxable unit, this line seems to have 
been absolutely ignored; but as the ex- 
perience of recent years shows that 
the revenue from this source is increas- 
ing in excess of the increase of popu- 
lation, and the amount of illicit 
products comparatively small, any 
change in the present tax would seem 
clearly inexpedient. On the other 
hand in the ease of fermented malt 


liquors and tobacco the existing 
taxes are far below the safe 
line of expediency and _= might 


be advanced—i. e., to the extent of 
one dollar per thirty-one gallons, or 
one-fifth of a cent on the half-pint—in 
respect to the former—and the latter 
at least to the rates imposed in 1582, 

with great advantage to our national 
revenue and toa greater simplification 
of our whole fiscal system. Certainly, 

if additional revenues to meet present 
existing and extraordinary revenue re- 
quirements for expenditures are need- 
ed, it would be difficult to show where 

an immediate annual increment with 
a certain large annual increase of the 
same in the near future, could be ob- 
tained with less expense and popular 
friction than by the tax modifications 
suggested. 

‘Phe existing customs duties on the 
import of spirits, fermented liquors 
and tobacco are exceedingly higher 
and absurdly disproportfonate to the 
corresponding internal revenue taxes 
on the same, and can be modified to 
some extent to the advantage of the 
revenue. Thus, on imported spirits 
the duties are two dollars per proof 
gallon and the revenue tax eighty 
cents; on fermented liquors the rela- 
tive rates are twenty and three-twen- 
ty-fifths cents per gallon; on snuff and 
chewing and smoking tobacco, fifty, 
forty and thirty cents, respectively. 

“In the United Kingdom, where the 
productivity of taxes has been care- 
fully studied, the customs duties ex- 
ceed the excise (internal revenue) 
taxes upon beer by sixpence (twelve 
cents) on thirty-six gallons, and upon 
spirits by fourpence (eight cents) per 
proof gallon. One effect of the main- 
tenance of our excessively high duties 
on imported spirits is that a greater 
opportunity is offered to operations 
through domestic producers to advance 
the price to domestic consumers, and 
another is that they encourage the 
domestic manufacture of imitations 
of foreign spirits, which the American 
consumer is induced to use in place of 
the genuine article and the govern- 
inent is defrauded of the difference in 
relative taxation and this is belisved 
to be very considerable. 

Mr. Wells estimates that by the 
changes he proposes, the internal rev- 
enue from fermented liquors would be 
increased from &33,000,000 to #64,000,- 
000, and from tobaceo from $32,000,000 
to $60,000,000. Also that the customs 
revenues from imported spirits, wines 
and beer, would be increased from $9,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000, and from tobacco 
$13,000,000 to $16,000,000. The aggregate 
receipts from internal revenue taxes 
and customs duties on these three com- 
modities he thus estimates would be 
increased from $181,000,000 to $245,009,- 
000. 

‘It is therefote obvious,” he says, 
“that from taxes judiciously imposed 
on only three commodities of the 
branches of industry, the federal gov- 
ernment can at the present time 
certainly, economically and with less 
burden and disturbance to its people 
than by any other form of levy. collect 
an annual revenue sufficient to defray 
all of its ordinary expenditures, in- 
cluding interest on all its debts, and 
have in addition an annual surplus of 
nearly $50.000,000, leaving its tota! rev- 
enue from other sources—i. e., import 
duties less those collected from spirits, 
beer and tobacco, and-receipts from per- 
manent miscellaneous sources, aggre- 
gating $9,000,000, available for the pay- 


ment of pensions and for other pur-y

RATES MAY BE CUT. 


The Scramble for the World's Fair Btsl- 
ness by the Western Roads May Lead 
to Further Cats—The Agents Making 
Chargesand Counter Charges Against 
Each Other, and the Public May, In 
the End, be Benefitted—Improvement 
in Freight Traffic. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—A regular hor- 
nets’ nest has been started up in the 
Western Passenger association, and 
members are flying at each other with 
charges and counter-charges. The re- 
sult of the whole will probably be a 
further reduction in World's fair rates. 
The immediate cause of the present 
trouble is an advertisement of the 
Santa Fe which appeared in the To- 
peka papers, announcing that mem- 
bers of the Kansas chorus that are 
coming to the celebration of Kansas 
week at the fair would be admitted to 
the fair grounds free. That is an ar- 
rangement of the fair directors, but 





the advertisement has been taken 
as offering free admission to the 
fair grounds for everybody. The 
Santa Ke is also accused 


of having donated through a local 
shipper at Leavenworth $150 to the 
chorus members from that place and 
by so doing persuaded them to cancel 
an arrangement they had with the 
Burlington for transportation 
that road. The Santa Fe ofticials say 
if any such donation was made they 
know nothing of it, but they know 
that all their competitors are doing 
the same kind of thing all around, 
and they have already placed in the 


over 


hands of the chairman evidence to 
that effect. They add that if the pres- 
ent turmoil is to be continued they 


will at once give notice of their inten- 
tion to begin running cheap excursions 
as they havea right to do under the 
agreement. 

Freizht trafiic is improving consid- 
siderably. Both the lake-and-rail and 
the all-rail lines made substantial 
gains last week as compared with tha 
previous one, which in turn was con- 
siderably better than the one preced- 
ing it. All-rail shipments last week 
aggregated 52,260 tons against 50,236 
tons for the previous week, and 52,540 
tons for the corresponding week last 
year. Lake shipments amounted to 
$5,248 tons, against 80,746 tons for the 
previous week. Through shipments ot 
flour, grain and provision amounted to 
24.973 tons against 25,962 tons for the 
previous week and 21,182 tons for the 
corresponding week last year. 

Through shipments are carried by 
the competing roads in the following 
proportions: Baltimore & Ohio, 6.7 per 
cent.; Big Four, 5.3 per cent.; Chicago 
& Erie, 12.5 per cent.; Grand Trunk, 
8.7 per cent.; Lake Shore, 16.1 per 
cent.; Michigan Central, 14.4 per cent.; 
Nickel Plate, 8.2 per:cent.; Panhandle, 
7.6 per cent.; Fort Wayne, 11.6 per 
cent; Wabash, 5 9 per cent. 

Joint notice has been served by the 
southwestern lines on their connec- 
tions outside the association that busi- 
ness between their terminals must be 
protected at all hazards. To do so it 
will be necessary for them to insist 
that no eut rates on through business 
may be mad? by competing lines out- 
side the association, either until they 
have been advised and their consent 
obtained; no stop-over privileges must 
be provided for within Western Pas- 
senger association territory, and all 
other regulations must be strictly ad- 
herec. to. The western roads say it 
would pay them better to go out of 
the through business entirely from 
now until the end of the World's fair 
than to allow rates to be demoralized 
between their terminals. 


FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS. 


The House Committee on Election of 
President and Vice-President and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress Called to Con- 
sider the Various Bills Introduced for 
the Repeal of the Federal Election 
Laws--Early Action May be Brought 
About as the Result of the Committee's 
Deliberations. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Acting Chair- 
man Tucker has called a meeting of 
the committee on election of presi- 
dent and vice-president and represen ta- 
tives in congress for this morning to 
consider the various bills introduced 
for the repeal of the federal election 
laws. It is hoped by the leaders of the 
house that a report will be made from 
the committee to the house at its ses- 
sion to-day, so that the consideration 
of the subject may be proceeded with 
at the earliest possible date. 

The bill that meets with favor is the 
one introduced by Mr. Tucker, which 
is somewhat more comprehensive than 
the others. It provides for the repeal 
of the following sections, under the 
title ‘‘Election Franchise,” of the Re- 
vised Statutes: 2202 and 2205 to 2220 in- 
clusive, relating to the appointment, 
qualification, power, duties and com- 
pensation of supervisors of elections; 
also sections 2221 to to 2231 inclusive, 
of the same title, relating to 
the appointment, qualification, power, 
duties and compensation of special 
deputies; also sections 5506, 5511 to 
5515 jnclusive and 5520 vo 5523 in- 
clusive of the title of ‘‘Crimes;” also 
the following portion of section 643: 
“Or is commenced against any officer 
of the United States or other person on 
account of any act done under the pro- 
eisions of title 26, the elective fran- 
chise, or on account of any right, title 
or authority claimed by any officer or 
other person under any of sald pro- 
visions.” 

To cover any clause that may possi- 
bly arise, the bill also provides for the 
repeal of ‘‘all other statutes and parts 
of statutes, relating in any manner to 
supervisors of election and sperial dep- 





uty marshals.”

SENATOR FAULKNER'S AMENDMENT | 


Mr. Daniels Addresses the Senate on the 
Wilson Bill—The Baby Is Named, 
Other News Notes of the 
Day at the Capital. 


WasHINGTon, Sept. 15.—Numerous 


petitions were presented favoring the | 
free coinage at different ratios. 

Faulkner offered an amendment to the 
Wilson repeal bill outlined in his speech 
the other day, and asked it to be-printed 
in record. It provides for three million 
silver dollars, 412 1-2 grains weight, to 
be coined every month until $800,000,000 
is coined, and directs the way in which 
purchases shall be made and money is- 
sued. It also provides for the gradual 
redemption of national bank notes until 
no currency of that description is in cir- 
culation smaller than the denomination 
of $10. 

The Wilson bill was then called up 
and Mr. Daniel began his speech. He 
was glad to note how, when the acute 
panic was over, it was easy to see the 
Sherman law had nothing to do with 
sending away gold, and the threatened 
repeal had been of no earthly use in 
bringing it back. The conditions brought 
about by the panic were enormous 1n- 
crease of debt, unprecedented in lower- 
ing prices, that had been going on for 20 
years, and contemporaneous destruction 
of the money power of silver. 

In the House. 

The strugzle over the federal election 
repeal bill was begun in the house with 
the opening of the session by the Repub- 
h®ans, under the lead of Burrrws, who 
filibustered to prevent the reception of 
the report from the committee on elec- 
tion of president and vice-president in 
favor of the Tucker bill. 

On Burrew’s motion to dispense with 
the call of committees for reports, Re- 

publicans refrained from voting, thus 

reaking a quorum. The vote resulted, 
yeas 4,.nays 106. The call of the house 
was then ordered.

CLEVELAND DISSATISFIED. 


The President's Displeasure at Democratic 
Boorishness. 

Rumors have been frequent of strained 
relations between President Cleveland 
and the leaders of his party. These 
‘are confirmed by the proceedings in 
t congress which are almost directly con: 
i trary to the suggestions of the exect* 
'tive. ‘“Hlolland,” in his New York let- 
ter to the Philadelphia Press, touches 
upon the subject, showing some of the 
causes for the president’s dissatisfac 
tion. This letter says: 

“There is a report here which comes from re- 
liable sources that Mr. Cleveland, when he left 
Washington, suffered not so much from ill 
health as from irritation, and that he was not 
entirely satisfied with the manner in which 
Secretary Carlisle conducted the negotiations 
with the democracy of the house. Mr. Cleve- 
land felt that there ought to be som sort of 
consultation, some pleasant agrecment, some 
recognition of the republicans, especially in 
view of the fact that republican votes would be 
needed to secure the repeal of the silver law, 
and more particularly because, as he had in- 
timated in his message, the subject was one 
which was beyond partisanship. When the 
president discovered that the republican mi- 
nority had been so treated as to make it fair 
for it to suppose that the democracy did not 
care to have it participate in the discussion, in 
fact was disposed to ignore the minority al- 
together, Mr. Cleveland was angry. It was the 
president's opinion, at least it is so reported 
here, that Mr. Carlisle ought to have obtained 
and shared confidences with those republicans 
who are ready anc anxious to vote for uncon- 
ditional repeal, and the president was not al- 
together satisfied with the agreement under 
which the house is now acting. Such at least 
is the report coming from authority pretty 
close to the throne which is being spread 
among financicrs of influence to-day.” 

That the republicans have been com- 
pletely ignored is apparent to anyone 
who has followed the course of the 
democrats since the extra session be- 
gan. ‘The minority has all along stood 
ready to give the silver question pa- 
trictic and nonpartisan consideration, 
while the democratic majority has been 
intent upon turning the situation to 
partisan account. Ex-Speaker Reed 
summed up the situation very fully 
when he said that ‘‘the democrats have 
undertaken to control and direct the 
consideration of the question and re- 
fused to give the republicans a chance 
to amend the erder regulating the de- 
bate.” The president understands the 
unsoundness of the views held bya 
large contingent of his party, und is 
well aware that without republican co- 
operation sound legislation is impos- 
sible. He recognizes the dangerous 
predicament into which his party has 
fallen, and would gladly accept the re- 
publican proposition to assist in setting 
the government machinery in proper 
running order. 

It is significant that a democratic 
president in a time of national peril 
places his trust in republican wisdom. 
In doing so he half confesses that no 
small portion of the existing distress 
comes from popular distrust of the 
democratic government policy. He is 
willing to navigate the ship of state 
through smooth waters, but when the 
storm comes he readily admits that the 
people feel safest when republicans are 
on deck. And the patriotic republicans 
stand ready to aid, but the democratic 
under officers order them below, appar- 
ently preferring the possibility of ship- 
wreck to division of the rewards for 
rescue. In other words, the democratic 
leaders are partisans first, and patriots 
only incidentally.—Troy Times. 


A NATURAL CONDITION. 


Fear of Tariff Changes Produces Business 
Stagnatton. 

The fear of tariff-smashing by the 
party in power at Washington has, for 
the time being, paralized the demand 
for manufactured goods. The condition 
which exists is perfectly natural. The 
democracy assumed power, pledged to 
smash the tariif; and the average Amer- 
ican assumes that the pledges made by 
the democracy at Chicago, last summer, 
were in good faith and will be redeemed. 
If this assumption be correct, the fu- 
ture of prices of all manufactured arti- 
eles in any way dependent upon the 
tariff is wrapped in utter uncertainty. 
Action at Washington is quite likely to 
mean increased competition and lower 
prices. Whether the decline will be 
large or small, it is impossible to de- 
termine. Under the circumstances 
however, the prospect is such that large 
dealers, both wholesale and retale, dare 
not place with the agents of the mills, 
factories and furnaces the orders which 
in years past have been given at this 
season, and which have usually aggre- 
gated millions and hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

This year, for the first time during 
the present generation, a _ hand-to- 
mouth policy has been enforced upon 
the dealers in all lines of trade. They 
dare not lay in stocks of goods for the 
fall and winter trade, fearing that 
tariff changes cither actual or proposed 
—would be likely to depreciate the 
value cf their goods and involve them 
in loss, while, in addition to this de- 
preciation in the value of their stocks, 
a curtailed demand for their goods, 
owing to the closing down of domestic 
establishments under the stress of in- 
creased foreign competition, and re- 
ductions of wages would involve them 
in further loss. 

Hence, dealers are diminishing, 
rather than increasing, their stocks of 
goods. 

Hience, the mills, factories and fur- 
naces are receiving few orders, under 
the operation of this hand-to-mouth 
policy on the part of the dealers; and 
stoppage and curtailment of produc- 
tion becomes necessary. 

It is uncertainty on the tariff ques- 
tion which is chiefly responsible for the 
ills which the people are suffering.— 
Albany Journal.

REGARDING THE TARIFF: 


ee 
No Immediate Danger of Any Democratte 
“Reform.” 

Undoubtedly there is soiite truth in the 
assertion of ex-Speaker Reed that the 
uncertainty regarding the tariff is one 
of the reasons for the disturbance in 
business confidence: The primary and 
predominant cause, of course, is the 
financial question, but the tariff las 
some effect in this direction. To#een- 
siderable extent the system which has 
buiit up the greater part of our manu- 
facturing and mining industries is 
threatened by the victory of the party 
which is pledged to strike down that 
system. While we do not believe that 
the majority of the democracy favors 
the doctrine enunciated in its natiénal 
platform that protectioh to domestic 
industries is unconstitutional, the fact 
that such @ provision was perimitted to 
appear in that deliverance, and that it 
was not disclaimed by any répresenta- 
tive man inthe party during the can- 
vass or since, commits the party, in a 
sense, to a radical anti-protection pol: 
icy, and this naturally constitutes a 
disturbing factor in the situation. 

It would have been well if the presi- 
dent, when he mentioned the tariff at 
all in his extra session message, had 
counseled moderation in the treatment 
of this question when it should come 
up in the regular session. Such ad- 
vice, to be sure, might have but little 
restraining effect on his party, but it 
would be an assurance to the country 
that the head of the government would 
exert his influence in the direction of 
conservatism, and would help to allay 
the popular distrust on this score pend- 
ing the settlement of the silver ques- 
tion. The tariff will not be touched 
in any event until the financial issue 
is got out of the way, but if, in the 
meantime, the dread of radical legisla- 
tion affecting our industries could be 
removed, the settlement of the mone- 
tary question would promptly and com- 
pletely restore business confidence and 
place industry in all its departments 
ona solid and safe footing once more. 

Our own opinion is that there will be 
no radical legislation on the tariff by 
this congress. There will be no savage 
assault all along the protection line. 
Unfortunately, however, this opinion 
seems not to be generally entertained. 
We believe that the president is op- 
posed to auy legislation that will seri- 
ously lessen the margin of protection 
that has all along been allowed our 
principal manufacturing industries, 
and through which they have grown to 
their present proportions, and, as it 
seems to us, a large and influential ele- 
ment of his party takes the same 
ground. The extremists will, perhaps, 
propose the removal of most of. the du- 
ties which bave any protection in them 
so as to reduce the tariff to the revenne 
basis, but we think the democrats from 
the manufacturing states and the con- 
servalive members of the party gen- 
erally will unite with the republicans 
and defeat sucha policy. Unhappily, 
the dread of drastic legislation cannot 
réadily be removed, and its existence is 
one of the serious features of the situa- 
tion.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

RUN ON THE GROCERY. 


Queer Outcome of a Groundless Panic at 6 
Shingle Mill.

The mill owners, making up their 
minds to discourage this habit of their 
men leaving them ina lurch, refused to 
pay the disconsolate filer until pay day- 
The filer thereupon filed an attach- 
ment on shingles,of the company, and 
this caused the “run.” Without look- 
ing into the situation, local creditors 
and mill hands commenced a “run” on 
the company’s grocery store, with the 
object of ‘taking out their wages and 
debts in lard, dried apples, sirup, to- 


necessaries of life. 

The clerk, who had been dozing be- 
hind the counter, jumped four feet in 
the air when the door opened and a 
half-dozen brawny, wild-eyed shingle 
weavers appeared. Bringing up the 
rear was a crowd of latorers, all clam- 
oring for groceries. Soon it became 
apparent that the clerk could not tie 
up the packages fast enough, and he 
told the crowd tohelp themselves while 
he checked up the goods. 

When Manager Boardman returned 
in the evening from the woods, whither 
xe had gone after a supply of logs, the 
clerk was lying exhausted across an 
empty pickle barrel, and the store had 
the appearance of the last act ofa 
cyclone. When the clerk recovered he 
informed Boardman of the ‘‘run,” and 
Boardman laughed long and _ loud. 
While he was surveying the wreck in 
came a drummer for a Seattle grocery 
house and mildly inquired if any- 
thing was wanted.

Some persons are mean enough to 
say that the druminer put upa job on 
the shingle mill employes so that he 
could book an order; it may be so, and 
the mill employes are inclined to be- 
lieve anything just now. If you go to 
Hamilton drop in and see Boardman 
and have him relate the story about the 
“run.” Should you go over to the mill 
don’t be surprised if you see one of the 
weavers drop his bunch of shingles and 
go back of the boiler and kick himself. 
You will know that he was in the 
“run,” and that he has a’ house full of 
dried apples, pickles and canned fruit 
that he will never get rid of.—Puget 
Sound Lumberman,.
